With only two dissenting votes 
the Atlanta Teachers’ association 
in session Monday afternoon at the 
Commercial High school, made an 
~nthusiastic dcision to affiliate 
with the American Federation of 
Teachers, which is affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
after hearing L. V. Lainpson, na- 
tional organizer and vice president 
of the organization, tell of the ad- 
vantages which would accrue to 
them by this step. An application 
for a charter was signed at once. 

Mrs. Annie T. Wise, principal. of 
the Commercial High school, and 
chairman of the committee appoint- 
ed to report on the advisability of 
the Atlanta teachers joining with 
the American Federation of Teach- 
ers, sent letters last week to the va- 
rious faculties, giving a summary of 
the committece’s findings and rec- 
ommending that favorable action be 
taken upon the invitation of the 
American. Federation of Teachers 
She presented Mr. Lampson at the 
Monday meeting. Charles Gramling, 
president of the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades, and Jerome Jones were 
both present and offered a welcome 
“"{o the teachers from the labor or- 
ganizations of the city. 

Officers Are Re-Elected, 

Prior to the address of the na- 
tional representatives, the annual 
election of officers took place, 


“which, upon motion of Miss Kate 


Massey, resolved itself into unani- 
mous re-election of all present in- 
cumbents, who ‘are; President, 
Charles E. Phillips; secretary, Miss 
financial secretary, 
C. E. Betts* treasnret, Mrs. Effie Al- 
bright. 

Superintendent W. F. Dykes was 
the first speaker, confining his re- 
marks to an explanation of the new 
schedule of salaries which will be- 
come effective with the next pay- 
ment of checks. He stated that he 
felt sure there would be some in- 
accuracies in the present arrange- 
ment, but he offered an opportunity 
to any who might be dissatisfied to 
ask for reconsideration. “Any teach- 
er who wishes to remain under the 
old grouping may do so until 6ep- 
tember, when the new system will 
‘become universally operative,” he 
said. 

Mr. Dykes also expressed the hope 
that it would mot be necessary for 
the schools to close as a result of 
the teachers’ increase, a matter 
which ig not definitely established 
as yet, he said. 

A motion introduced by J. B. 
‘Hodges, asking for the appointment 
of a committee to confer with the 
advisory committee of the board 
of education, with regard to the 
time of closing the schools was 
acopted. Mr. Hodges was applauded

Capt.Edward Lowry 


Returns Home From 
Peace Conference 


Captain Edward G. Lowry, of At- 
lanta, journalist, diplomat and sol- 
dier, has arrived in the city on a 
visit to his father, G. P. Lowry. He 
comes direct from the peace con- 
ference in Paris, to which he was 
attached in a military capacity. 

Perhaps no man from the south 
has seen more of the war in Eu- 
rope from every angle, that of the 
diplomat as well as the soldier and 
military commissioner, than has 
Captain Lowry. 

In Diplomatic Service. 

His first service in the diplomatic 
service was as an attache to the 
American embassy in London, under 
Ambassador Page. He went to Lon- 
don on this mission in 1914, the year 
of the outbreak of the world war. 
He remained in that capacity until 
late in 1916, when he believed that 
his own government could not, with 
honor, keep out of the struggle. He 
therefore resigned to come to Amer-' 
ica preparatory to enter a more ac- 
tive war service. Upon the declara- 
tion of war in April, 1917, he went 


,to the war college in Washington 


and was commissioned as a captain 
and assigned to the embassy in Lon- 
don as a military attache. After 
three months in that capacity he 
was attached ,to General Pershing’s 
headquarters in France, and was 
subsequently sent to the British 
front beca..ec of his experiences in 
London and the further fact that as 
a member of the American embassy 
he had visited the British front in 
1915 and again in 1916. 
With Marshal Haig. 

On this front he was attached, 
as a member of the American mili- 
tary mission, to Field Marshal Haig’s 
headquarters as a liaison officer. 
He saw, in that capacity, all of the 
engagements on the British front 
up to the time of signing of the 
armistice. While in the capacity as 
a liaison officer with General Haig 
he was dispatched to St. Mihiel at 
the opening of the American drive 
there, in which the 82d division par- 
ticipated. 

After the armistice Captain Lowry 
went into Germany with the British 
and was first stationed at Cologne. 
From there he was transferred to 
the American army of occupation 
at Coblenz. He remained there un- 


til about Christmas, when he was 
transferred to the peace conference.

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CYCLORAMA FUND 
BATTLE WILL BE 
TAREN TO COURTS 


Decision Announced by 
D. F. McClatchey, After 
Finance Committee 


Park Board. 


$74,500 NOW CLAIMED 
BY LEGISLATIVE ACT 


If Necessary Major Mc- 
Clatchey Says He Will 
Institute Mandamus Pro- 
ceedings as Citizen of 
Atlanta. 


Fulton county superior court wil) 
be asked to force, through man- 
damus proceedings, the city fathers 
of Atlanta to restore to the city park 
board the sum of $74,500, which rep- 
resents the accumulated appropria- 
tions of $10,000 annually, which 
should have begun with 1916, and 
the receipts from the cyclorama, 
which the Georgia legislature in 
1915 directed the city council to set 
aside, and which the general as- 
sembly also directed should be loan- 
ed at interest until a sum of $100,- 
000 was reached, when the amount 
should be used for a new building 
for the Battle of Atlanta. 

The decision to appeal to the 
courts to force the city to provide 
the money for the cyclorama build- 
ing, Was announced Monday after- 
noon by Major D. F. McClatchey, 
chairman of a special committee 
from the park board. A joint meet- 
ing of his committee had been held 
with the finance committee of coun- 
cil, and the park commission com- 
mittee was told that nothing could 
be done about the matter until the 
June finance sheet was made. 

Intimating that he could and 
would bring the suit as a citizen, 
should he be barred from such ac- 
tion under the ruling of the city 
attorney that one city department 
cannot bring suit against another 
city board, - Major McClatchey 
evinced a determination, as one of 
the guardians of the people’s prop- 
érty, to bring the case to the at- 
tention of the courts. 

Joint Session Held. 

This decision was announced 
Monday afternoon by Major D. F. 
McClatchey, chairman of a special 
committee from the park board, 
which met with the city finance 
committee to discuss the question 
of the appropriations for the cyclo- 
rama, and the receipts that have ac- 
cumulated through admissions dur- 
ing the past three years. At the 
above joint session Major Mc- 
Clatchey, park board member from 
the eighth ward, and A. A. Craig, 
from the seventh ward, both made 
appeals for the funds they claim 
are due the sinking fund commis- 
sion to be applied finally on a new 
cyclorama building. 

The pleas of the park board mem- 
bers, however, were met by the 
members of the finance committee 
with m counter plea of “no funds,” 
and a motion was carried to post- 
pone the question of producing the 
1919 appropriation for the cyclo- 
rama until the June finance sheet 
is made up. Many questions were 
asked by the members of the fi- 
nance committee as to _ possible 
means of raising funds with which 
to meet the appropriation, but 
neither Major McClatchey nor Mr. 
Craig qualified as financial experts, 
both disclaiming membership upon 
the finance committee of council. 

In speaking of the proposed 
mandamus proceedings after the 
meeting Major McClatchey declared 
that the members of the park board 
voted as a unit to bring the man- 
damus proceedings should other 
methods fail to bring the finance 
committee to produce the money for 
the cyclorama. 

Guardian of the Park. 

“The park board is the guardian 
of the parks, the cyclorama and oth- 
er public property,” said he, “and 
{t is our duty to see that this 
money is provided as the legislature 
said it should be. The duty of coun- 
cil to provide these appropriations, 
conserve the net receipts of the 
cyclorama and place the money in 
the hands of the sinking fund com- 
mission, to be used for a new cy- 
clorama building, is just as sacred 
as is the duty of providing the 
money for the sinking fund against 
the floating bonds of the city.

Creates Sensation When

Columbus, Ga., May 12.—(Special.) 
Judge G. H, Howard created a sen- 
sation today in charging the grand 
jury at the spring term of Mus- 
cogee superior court when, in re- 
ferring to liquor peddling in Co- 
lumbus, he said: “I have heard that 
two men in Columbus, you~ have 
heard it, too, many times too wise 
to expose themselves by any criml- 
nal act, have financed and encour- 
aged scores of weaker and less for- 
tunate men in the liquor peddling 
business, and have given many of 
these unfortunate men passports to 


the chaingang while they blandly 
smiled and enjoyed the money wash- 
ed by the tears of the families of 
their victims. Such a man is guilty 
under the law. Proof is all that 
men need to furnish. 

“If there were a man in Colum- 
bus suppos¢d to be a professional 
criminal along other lines, who was 
sending week after week and month 
after month weaker victims to the 
chaingang as his substitutes, citi- 
zens would capture him, and the 
time has now come when these two 
must engage in some decent and 
respectable business. Sentiment now 
is strong to frown upon even the 
prosperous criminal.”

PROBE OF CHARGES 
OF DR. SMITH ENDS 


Committee Will Make In- 
spection of Dumping 
Grounds Today and Will 
Then Formulate Report. 


The hearing in the investigation 
of charges against Dr. Linton Smith, 
a member of the board of health, 
based on a letter written *by him 
and published in the newspapers in 
which he stated that the sanitary 
deprrtment was employing dumping 
grounds in residence sections of the 
city as places of disposal for de- 
caying vegetable matter and dead 
animals, and that lack of uniform 
heat at the ecrematory would pre- 
vent the surplus steam from be- 
coming available for commercin! 
purposes, Was concluded at 7 
o'clock Monday afternoon after a 
four-hour session. 

This morning the special commit- 
tee composed of Mayor Key, D. J. 
Baker and Dr. P. L. Moon, before 
whom the probe has been conduct- 
ed, will make a tour of inspection of 
the city’s various dumping grounds, 
and will meet at 4 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon to mmke up their decision 
and formulate a report on the hear- 
ing. 

As in the session following the 
beginning of the investigation last 
Friday afternoon, rats, some dead, 
some alive; dead dogs, cats and 
chickens and decaying vegetable 
matter figured in the evidence. 

Score of Witnesses. 

More than a score of witnesses 
were examined, the majority of 
whom were inspectors in the sani- 
tary department, sworn in behalf of 
Chief John Jentzen. Several wit- 
nesses testified for Dr. Smith. 

The first of these was Dr. M. E. 
Noel, of Kirkwood, who told of re- 
cent visits to city dumps where the 
odor from decomposed animals and 
rotten vegetable matter was “in- 
tolerable.” Attorney Aldine Cham- 
bers, counsel for the sanitary de- 
partment, asked him if there was 
necessarily any danger to health in 
a bad odor. Dr. Noel would not say 
that there was not, and added that 
the source of these odors would not 
be conducive to good health. 

He was followed by Dr. George 
Niles, who said that Sunday aft- 
ernoon he made a visit of inspec- 
tion to the dump at Georgia avenue 
and Connolly street at the invitation 
of Dr. Smith and found there half 
of the head of a hog, a large dead 
rat, fifteen or more fragments of 
bones, and rotten lemons and or- 
anges. 

Mr. Chambers then inquired how 
danger to health could manifest it- 
self from this dump. Dr. Niles re- 
plied that if a fly should light on 
one of the carcasses he found ex- 
posed to view and should then go4 
and rest on food consumed by some 
person the results might be disas- 
trous. was 


McCollum on Stand. 

The third witness was C. J. Mc- 
Collum. Last year he lived at 99 
Alta avenue, he told the committee, 
and had frequent occasion to pass 
the dump at Moreland and Cascade 
avenues, where, at different times 
during the spring months, he ob- 
served a dead hog and a dead dog, 
cat, chickens and turkeys. The 
odor at this place he described as 
very offensive. 

Dr. H. M. Smith, father of Dr. 
Linton Smith, was neat called to the 
stand. Although his testimony re- 
vealed only one visit to a dumping 
ground, he asserted that he found 
on this occasion a lot of vegetable 
matter and beef bones. 

Ceci] P. Poole, city mechanical 
engineer, was introduced as the 
first witness for the sanitary de- 
partment.

FOR CORPORATION 
IQEXPORT COTTON 


$100,000,000 Corporation 
Will Be Organized 
Wednesday at Meeting 
of Representatives of 
Cotton Belt in New 
Orleans. 


BROAD POWERS GIVEN 
TO THE CORPORATION 


Allied Industries Invited 
Into the Corporation. 
Object of Corporation to 
Get Full Value for Cot- 
ton— Atlanta May Be 
Chosen for Headquar- 
ters. 


New Orleans, La., 12.—The 
draft of a complete charter which 
nominates the powers, extent and 
ramifications of the proposed $100,- 
000,000 cotton exports corporation, 
to be organized at a meeting of 
representatives of cotton interests 
from every state in the belt here 
Wednesday, was completed today 
in an all-day session of a sub-com- 
mittee of the general executive 
committee, appointed at a meeting 
in Memphis recently by Governor 
Pleasant: 

The draft will be submitted to a 
meeting of the full committee early 
tomorrow, it was said, and probably 
late tomorrow or Wednesday will 
be placed before the conference. It 
is a comprehensive document; and 
empowers the proposed corporation 
to finance cotton, raw or manufac- 
tured, designed for export, to ac- 
quire ships either by charter, pur- 
chase or construction, for the trans- 
portation of cotton to all parts of 
the world. 

Provides for Warchousing. 

It provides for proper warehous- 
ing; the construction and operation 
of warehouses; the purchase and 
selling of cotton for export. It in- 
vites into the corporation allied in- 
Gustries, such as manufacturers of 
cotton seed oil, peanut oil and vege- 
table oil products, all for exports. 
Under the propesed charter the cor- 
poration will not engage in domes- 
tic business of any kind. 

The sub-committee, presided over 
by Governor Pleasant, is composed 
of W. LB. Thompson, New Orleans; 
John T. Scott, Houston, Texas; Dr. 
H, Q. Alexander, Matthews, N. C. 
L. B. Jackson, Atlanta; F. M. Crump, 
Memphis; E. W. Dabbs, Maysville, 
S. C. and Leon Sternberger, Mem- 
phis, secretary. Missing members 
expected to arrive tomorrow are 
Senator R- L. Owen, Oklahoma: 
Leroy Percey, Greenville, Miss.: R. 
M. Maddox, Atlanta; George W. 
Rogers, Little Rock, and M. C. Al- 
ford, commissioner of agriculture, 
of Alabama. 

The full committee, which will 
consider the charter tomorrow, has 
has a membership of twenty repres- 
enting Arkansas, Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, North and 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas 
and Oklahoma. 

° Text of Charter Discussed, 


While the text of the proposed 
charter was not made public to- 
night, it was freely discussed by Mr. 
Sternberger. The corporation, he 
Said, will operate under the pro- 
visions of the Webb-Pomerene act 
adopted by congress April 1918, 
which permits, upon certain con- 
dition, combinations for the pro- 
motion of foreign trade, heretofore 
prevented by the anti-combination 
provisions of the Sherman law. An 
act of March, 1919, Mr. Sternberger 
pointed out, provides that the war 
finance corporation can make loans 
to the extent of $1,000,000,000 to aid 
export transactions during a period 
of one year from the date of the 
official proclamation of peace, 

“The stock of the corporation,” 
Mr. Sternberger continued, “will be 
sold in units of shares of $100 par 
value and will! be distributed among 
farmers, bankers, merchants and 
others directly interested in the 
publication and sale of cotton.

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Terms to Germany 


Only Begins Task 
Of Allied Powers 


Problems Yet to Be Set- 
tled Vastly More Diffi- 
cult, Says Simonds—Un- 
less Justice Is Done in 
Southeast Europe, 
Seeds of War Will Be 
Sown. 


(By Frank_H. Simonds.) 

Paris, May 12.—(Special Cable to 
The Constitution.)—There is a nat- 
ural but dangerous tendency to re- 
gard the announcement of the terms 
of peace, so far as they affect Ger- 
many, as making the whole settle- 
ment in the world, and an actual] 
restoration of world peace. The 
truth is quite otherwise. In deal- 
ing with Germany we have imposed 
a number of economic conditions, a 
number of military conventions, but 
so far as Europe is concerned, we 
have only changed the situation of 
from six to eight millions of Oo- 
ple living in approximately thirty- 
thousand square miles of territory 
There remains before us the task 
of dealing with the territories and 
populations more than ten times as 
great, the future peace of Europe, 
and, therefore, of the world, will be 
possibly even more seriously af- 
fected by the decisions we have 
still to make than any we have 
reached hitherto. 


Much to Be Liquidated. 

At the present moment the task 
of the peace conference is to liqui- 
date what was once the Aunstro-Hun- 
garian monarchy, with an area of 
240,090 square miles and a popula- 
tion of more than fifty millions, to 
deal not only with Russian Poland, 
but with all the Baltic provinces, 
stretching to Finland, and including 
that state. We have once more to 
attempt to reach a solution of the 
eastern question, not alone in Eu- 
rope, but in Asia Minor, where we 
have finally to dispose of that vast 
Ottoman empire now gone to chaos 
and ruin. 

This war has been proudly pro- 
claimed by allied statesmen as a 
war of liberation.

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NEW REVOLUTION 
RAPIDLY CREEPS 
THROUGH GERMANY 


According to Prof. Abder- 
halden, Entente Powers 
Erred Irreparably in 
Subjecting Germans to 
Soul-Crushing Process. 


Berlin, May 1.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—*"The en- 
tente powers unquestionably com- 
mited an irreparable mistake when 
they set out to subject the Ger- 
man people to a systematic process 
of soul crushing,” said Professor 
Emil Abderhalden, the noted phy- 
siologist of Halle University, and 
a democratic member of the Prus- 
Sian diet in a statement to the As- 
sociated Press. 

Professor Abderhalden whose lab- 
Oratory has been a popular work- 
shop for visiting American ‘icdical 
men in peace times, is one of the 
newer forces of post revoluntionary 
politics and one of the first lead- 
ers of the German academic and 
scientific world to enter the arena 
of practical politics. He said that 
if peace, including the raising of | 
the blockade, had immediately fol- | 
lowed the armistice, it would have 
stimulated Germany’s energies, 

“For a long time after the de- 
pressing days of the military col- 
lapse,” he declared, “that iron will 
of determination prevailed to mo- 
bilize all the economic potential- 
ities for the purpose of getting the 
nation back on its feet. Nothing, 
one could imagine, could have been 
more welcome to thé entente pow- 
ers than an orderly, co-ordinated 
Germany. Now it is convlused to 
its very foundation. The inclination 
to work is lacking in the widest 
circles. 

No One Thinks of the Morrow. 

“No one dares think of the mor- 
row. A new revolution is creeping 
through the country. Ample food 
shipments will be necessary to stave 
off the worst. What is arriving 
now is about sufficient to maintain 
the present condition of hunger and 
to postpone starvation and catas- 
trophe. Only an ample nourished 
people is capable of returning to a 
regular working schedule.

AMERICA IS WEIGHED

According to German

strous Document,” and 
Makes Statement for 
American People — Al- 
lies Considering Notes 
sent by German Dele- 
gation. 


More German Envoys 
Returning to Berlin 


To Discuss the Terms 


Versailles, May 12.—Herr Geise 
berts and Herr Landsberg, of 
the German peace delegation, ac- 
companied by a number of see- 
retaries, will leave Versailles to- 
night for Berlin. The departure 
is in no sense to be interpreted 
as a breach in the peace negotia- 
tions. These  plenipotentiaries 
not.only have the important min- 
isterial portfolios,, respectively, 
of justice and posts and tele- 
graphs, but are among the most 
influential pclitical leaders in 
Germany. 

Their counsel therefore is re- 
quired by the government in 
determining its attitude toward 
the peace conditions. It is une 
derstood that both the ministers 
will return to Versailles in case 
the peace treaty is signed. 


Berlin, May 12.—“Germany hag 
seized and unfurled a new banner 
on which are _ inscribed President 
Wilson’s fourteen poihts, which the 
president apparently has deserted,” 
said Frederich Ebert, the German 
president, in a statement to the As- 
sociated Press. 


“Monstrous Document.” 
President Ebert called the peace 


treaty a “monstrous document.” He 
declared that history holds no pre- 
cedent for such determination to an- 
nihilate completely vanquished peo- 
ples. 

President Ebert declares that the 
world’s youngest republic in the 
hour of gravest peril had weizhed 
its overseas big brother and found 
him wanting. 

In a statement intended prima- 
rily for the American people, which 
he designated “A moral declaration 
of war upon all that remains of the 
old system of international politics,” 
the first president of the German 
republic discussed with outspoken 
frankness the peace situation, the 
state of the German people and the 
prospect of the immediate future. 


Takes a Gloomy View. 

Frederick Stampfer, editor of Vor« 
waerts, in a talk with the corre- 
spondent complained bitterly of the 
treatment the German newspaper 
correspondents were receiving at 
Versailles, from which he had just 
arrived. Their status was that of 
prisoner of war, he said. 

“Therefore,” continued the editor, 
“my colleagues and myself were 
speedily convinced that we were not 
in an environment calculated to give 


us a peace in keeping with the ex- 
alted ideas of vour president, who of 
late has become so strangely silent 
—his pose so sphynx-like.”’ 

Herr Stampfer takes a gloomy view 
of the prospects at Versailles.

Big Demoustrations. 
Big demonstrations against the 


signing of the peace treaty by Ger- 
many were held in Berlin, Breslau, 
Danzig, Koenigsberg, Cassel, 
Bochum and other places. The dem- 
onstrations were organized by the 
National People’s party. 

“If this treaty comes to pass I 
will bring up my children in hat- 
red,” said Deputy Traub, speaking 
in Berlin. 

Dr. Gustav Stresemann, one of the 
people’s party leaders, spoke in pro- 
test against the demand for sur- 
render of former Emperor William. 
if the German people complied with 
it, they would be without shame 
or honor, he declared. 

Although the independent soclial- 
ists at the outset of the discussion 
over the peace treaty adopted the 
standpoint peace must be signed at 
ail costs, the tremendous pressure 
of public expression, violent in its 
protest against the treaty’s terms, 
has led them to reconsider their 
view, many of them joining the mul- 
titude that is protesting against the 
signing. 

Peace of Cruel Severity. 

In the name of the independent 
socialist party, Richard Weller told 
the workmen’s councils of greater 
Berlin that such “a dictated peace 
of cruel severity” as the entente de- 


sires to impose upon Germany could 
not insure a lasting peace. There-

of a congress of the councils to de- 
termine their attitude toward the 
question and to appeal to the en- 
tente proletariat to work against 
the peace “proposed by entente 
world imperialism as embodied in 
the treaty.” 

Herr Mueler, another of the In- 
dependent leaders, seizes the occa- 
sion again to assail the old im- 
perialistic regime in Germany, which 
he declares incurred blood guilt by 
the invasion of France and Bel- 
gium and the destruction of mines 
and industries, 

Arguing against the prevalent 
protests, Karl Kautsky, writing tn 
the independent organ, Die Freiheit, 
says: 

“Shall we sign the peace if it is 
not to be modified, or have we not 
any other chance? If it were a 
peace of destruction, a death sen- 
tence, as it is called, agreement to 
it would be suicide. But hard as 
the conditions are, they do not lead 
to the downfall of the German peo- 
ple, even though they will make 
life terribly difficult. A genuine 
downfall ,a rapid physical downfall 
would come, however, if we de- 
clined to sign the peace, and re- 
verted to a state of war. After a 
few weeks of fruitless opposition, 
costing millions and lives, we should 
be forced to capitulate.” 


GERMAN PROTESTS 
BEING CONSIDERED 
BY ALLIED COUNCIL 


Paris, May 12.—The council of 


four at its meeting today decided 
to refer the German notes on labor 


and war prisoners to experts for 
consideration, instead of answering 
them at once, as it did with the first 
two communications from the Ger- 
man delegation. 

The first of these notes asked that 
there be a reciprocal policy adopted 
as to the repatriation of prisoners, 
arid requested that the details of the 
transfer be placed in the hands of 
a commission. In his second note, 
the head of the German delegation 
advanced a counter project as to 
international labor legislation. 

According to the newspapers, the 
basis of the second note is a labor 
charter inspired by the conferences 
at Leeds and Berne, and they argue 
that the purpose is to create among 
socialists an opinion favorable to 
Germany by putting in direct col- 
laboration the working classes and 
the present government of that 
country. 

What Germans Want. 

Count von  Brockdorff-HRantzau, 

German foreign minister and chief 


of the German peace delegation, in 
addressing a note to Premier Cle- 
menceau relative to the repatriation 
of prisoners, asks that the details of 
the transfer be entrusted to com- 
missions. 

The German foreign minister 
states the German peace delegation 
has “noted with satisfaction” that 
the draft of the treaty recognizes in 
principle the repatriation of German 
war and civilian prisoners with 
great expedition and says that spe- 
cial commissions might carry on 
direct oral discussions which would 
include all belligerent states, it 
being pointed out that even during 
hostilities this has proved a most 
effective way of solving difficulties. 

The note says that this work 
should be much easier, now that the 
war is over, and would remove dif- 
ferences of conception or lack of 
clearness on particular points,.such 
as legal conceptions im individual 
countries. The German delegation, 
it is said, considers it indispensable 
that those war and civilian prisoners 
detained or undergoing punishment 
for other than disciplinary offenses 
should, in principle, be included 
among those to be unconditionally 
repatriated. 

“Regarding war and civilian pris- 
oners of allied and associated pow- 
ers in its hands,” the note says, 
“Germany has recognized the samé 
principle. It appears self-evident 
to the German delegation, there- 
fore, that on grounds of fairness 
certain alleviations in the treat- 
ment of prisoners should be agreed 
upon pending their return.” 

In One-Sided Manner. 

The note then proceeds: 

“In a one-sided manner, some feel 
the stipulations have been made in 
favor of the allied and associated 
governments. For instance, those 
regarding the surrender of personal 
property, the search for missing ob- 
jects and the care of graves might 
be cited. It is assumed that on 
these questions a demand for com- 
plete reciprocity is founded on gen- 
eral law rights.’’ 

The note then refers to a number 
of minor points and proposes that 
deliberations by commissions should 
be begun spedily to clear up pre- 
liminaries in readiness for the time 
when shipping and similar difficul- 
ties may be solved and the removal 
of the prisoners may be possible. It 
alludes to the importance to Ger- 
many that the. prisoners”. return 
home under orderly conditions, in-} 
suring their reinstatement § into 
economic life with the greatest pos- 
sible dispatch and says that this 
seems only possible if everything is] 
done to “raise the moral and physi- 
cal state of those returning.” 

Since Germany’s economic posi- 
tion prevents her by her own 
strength from providing the requis- 
ite guarantees, the delegation sug- 
gests that the deliberations of the 
commissions might extend to the 
question of how far it would be 
possible on the part of the allied 
and associated governments to help 
Germany in the matter and for ex- 
ample in return for the repayment 
of the cost to provide the prisoners 


with. new outfits, underclothing, 
civilian suits and boots before their 
return, 


The note concludes: 

“Accept Herr President, the ex- 
pression of my most particular es- 
teem.” 

Labor Questions. 

In his note dealing with labor 
questions, Count von Brockdorff- 
Rantzau says the German govern- 
ment agrees with the allied and as- 
sociated governments that the 
greatest attention must be paid to 
these problems. 

“Internal peace and human prog- 
ress depend. on how these ques- 
the note says. 
“The demands for social justice re- 
peatedly drawn up in this connec- 
tion by workers of all lands only 
partly find endorsement in principle 
in this section of the allied govern- 
ments’ draft of the peace terms. 
These high demands have, for the 
most part, already been carried out 
in an admittedly exemplary fashion 
in the German empire.” 

Referring to the draft of an agree- 
ment on international labor com- 
piled by the German government 
and proposed by the German league 
of nations, the note says: 

“In order, in the interest of all 
humanity, to put these principles 
everywhere into practice the ac- 
ceptance of the German delegation’s 
proposal is certainty requisite. We 
consider it necessary that all states 
should join in this agreement, even 
if they do not belong to the league 
of nations. 

“In order to insure the workers 
for whom these proposed improve- 
ments are destined, co-operation in 
shaping these principles the German 
delegation considers it necessary to 
convoke representatives of the na- 
tional organizations of the labor 
unions of all the contracting parties 
to a conference at Versailles, even 
during peace negotiations, to de- 
liberate and make decisions on iIn- 
ternational labor law. It considers 
it would be advantageous that the 
proceedings of this conference be 
based on decisions reached at the 
international trades union confer- 
ence held at Berne from February 5 
to February 9, 1919. We append a 
copy of these decision which have 
been accepted by the representatives 
of trades union organizations in Bo- 
hemia, Bulgaria, Denmark, Germany, 
Great Britain, France, Greece, Hol- 
land, Italy, Canada, Norway, Austria. 
Sweden, Switzerland, Spain and 
Hungary. We have been charged to 
do this by the union of Germany.” 


NOTE EXCHANGE 
ONLY A SKIRMISH. 


Paris, May 12.—The first ex- | 


aor 
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change between Count von Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau and the allies was 
considered a preliminary skirmish 
to the main battle and as dis- 
closing the allied position as, in 
effect: “Accept the treaty as it 
stands or reject it, ome or the 
other, as there is no middle ground.” 

This was prevailing view today 
in the American delegation to the 
peace conference and in conference 
circles generally after the four notes 
had been analyzed. The head of 
the German delegation also was 
thought to accept this conviction, 
as reports were he was giving his 
chief attention to the formulation 
of a complete treaty which he 
would presentasa counter project 
in about five days, instead of seek- 
ing to amend or modify the terms 
of the allied treaty. 

(Since the foregoing was writ- 
ten, however, the two additional 
notes by Count von Brockdorff- 
Rantzau were dispatched). This 
ocunter treaty would be treated the 
Same as the German plans for a 
league of nations, neither of which 
will be considered, the only ques- 
tion being the acceptance or rejec- 
tion of the allied treaty. 

German League Project. 

The German project for a league 
of nations, which the reply to Count 
von Brockdorff-Rantzau said had 
been referred to a committee, had 
not reached the committee on the 
league of nations today, but mem- 
bers of the committee said it was 
generally known to have  0been 
drawn by Professor Schuecking, of 
the German delegation, and that it 
was in the form of a general thesis 
on the merits of a world parliament 
which would seek to bring about 
the proportionate limitation of 
armaments of all nations alike, on 
sea as well as on land, and an 
equality of economic conditions— 
bringing about a sort of economic 
brotherhood. 

“The project,” a member of the 
committee said, “has only academic 
interest, as the committee will not 
examine or consider it, for it has 
no purpose to let the Germans con- 
fuse the allied project, which has 
unanimous support.” 

The semi-official Wolff bureau 
last night issued a statement to the 
effect that the repl yof Premier 
Clemencueau to the note of the 
German peace delegation regarding 
the peace treaty, “althuogh it 
seems to reject a discussion, im- 
plies a renewed adherence to the 
agreement of October and Novem- 
ber, 1918 (armistice?) and hints that 
practical proposals may be made 
for negotiatinos on the draft.” 

The statement adds: . 

“That such negotiations are con- 
templated appears from the fact 
that the allies on Saturday asked 
for several printed copies of the 
German proposals on the leageu of 
nations and the labor charter. Pre- 
mier Clemenceau’s reply to the Ger- 
man note on the leageu evades the 
central point of the question.” 


PSI IS SEZED 
BY GERMAN TROOPS 


Berlin, May 12.—German govern- 
ment troops have occupied Leipsic. 
A number of the Spartacan leaders 
three have been afrrsted. 


The Spartancans and independent 
socialists are again active in cen- 
tral Germany. At Eisenach yes- 
terday they forced the major of the 
district and the district director to 
march at the head of the parade of 
the radicals, carrying red flags. Aft- 
erwards the officials were beaten 
by the crowd. Gustave Noske, the 
minister of defense, was asked to 
send government troops to restore 
order, and has agreed. The Thur- 
ingian workmen’s council at Er- 
furt, however, has threatened to 
bring about a general strike if the 
troops come in the district and if 
those there are not removed. 

The government forces at Weimar 
have been transferred to Leipsic, 
where the Spartacans are threaten- 
ing an uprising on behalf of a 
council government. 


ARMY BEEF AND BACON 
GOING ON THE MARKET 


Washington, May 12.—A method 
of disposing of about 100,000,000 
cans of beef and more than 50,- 
000,000 pounds of bacon, included in 
the surplus food stocks of the army, 
has been agreed upon between the 
war department and representatives 
of the packing industry. 

The department announced today 
that it has accepted the recommen. 
dation of the packers that the goods 
be disposed of for export ta relieve 
the food situation in Europe but 
that should this be impossible the 
director of sales would control the 
sale in this country, fixing the prices 
and method of distribution with the 
packing industry acting as an 
agent. 

The surplus products to be dis- 
posed of were said to represent the 
combined output of American pack- 
ing houses for five months during 
the war when the plants were kept 
in operation continuously and equal 
a normal production of over a 
period of two years. 


Prof. Toy Dead. 


Cambridge. Mass., May 12.—Craw- 
ford Powell Toy, professor emeritus 
of Hebrew and Oriental languages 
at Harvard university, died today. 
He was born in Norfolk, Va., in 
1836, and was graduated from the 
University of Virginia in 1856, and 
served as an active professor at 
Harvard from 1880 to 1909.

Paris, May 12.—The council of 
four spent the greater part ‘of the 
day on the Austrian boundaries and 
completed the task of defining them 
this afternoon in a session. with the 
foreign ministers. Such progress 
was made that the members of the 
council believe that the Austrian 
treaty may be completed this week. 

It was pointed out that there are 
sO many points of similarity be- 
tween the Austrian and German 
treaties that an enormous amount of 
time would be saved by preparing 
the document: relating to Austria 
at once. 

The Adriatic question was taken 
up today, in addition to other mat- 
ters, by the council of four. 

Baron Sonnino, the Italian for- 
eign minister, held a conference 


today with Colonel FE. M. House, 
of the American peace dele- 
gation. The conferees went over 


the Italian situation with a view to 
reaching a basis of adjustment be- 


fore the Austrians arrive. 
Although it is not so stated in 


the treaty, the new Austrian fron- 
tier is the one designated by the 
secret treaty of London, giving 
Italy all the strategic heights and 
defensive passages. 


Why Italy Is Not Incladed. 

Much comment has arisen over 
the fact that Italy is not inclulded 
in the proposed engagement between 
the United States, Great Brit-'n and 
France for mutual action against 
Germany should Germany again be- 
come aggressive toward Fra It 
is said that Premier Orlando was 
ready to bring Italy into the agree- 
ment and that he took part in some 
of the early discussions, although 
the plans were consummater about 
the time of the high tension which 
removed Premier Orlando from ac- 
tive participation in the council of 
four.

One Report Says He

Amerongen, May 12.—An officiai 
abstract of the preliminary peace 
terms published in the Dutch news- 
papers, which was retranslated and 
read to the former German emperor 
today, has aroused considerable ex- 
citement among the members of the 
Hohenzollern party.

They commu- 
nicated the information to the for- 
mer empress, who displayed signs 
of marked emotion, but decided to 
await appearance of a fuller offi- 
cial report before making the news 
known to her husband. 

A special messenger motored to 
Arnhem Thursday to procure copies 
of the local newspaers. Mean- 
while, the former emperor contin- 
ued his usual occupation of sawing 
logs, but apparently he is suffering 
from ever-growing nervous excite- 
ment. ._His saw worked as never 
before, and his physician, Dr. Foers- 
ter, who assisted him, was com- 
pletely exhausted at lunch time. 

How the former emperor took 
the news the correspondent was 
unable to ascertain, as every 
one in the castle is sworn 
to secrecy regarding happenings. 
Rumors were circulated in the vil- 
lage that he attempted to commit 
suicide by hanging, but these are 
considered canards, since his at- 
tendants are quite calm. 

The former ruler looked wonder- 
fully well as he walked out to his 
sawing. It seems undoubted that 
he intends to stay in Holland, if he 
can, through the summer, as fur- 
ther precautions have been taken 
around the castle. Orders have 
been given to erect a high fence 
along the entire side of the moat, 
which is still open, in order to pre- 
vent the many summer visitors in 
Amerongen from obtaining a view. 


ALLIED SEA COUNCIL 
NOT TO BE DISSOLVED 


Washington, May 12.—The inter- 
allied maritime council will not be 
dissolved when peace is signed, nor 
while necessity exists for retaining 
the present control over passenger 
vessels. Officials of the shipping 
board said today it was probable 
that the council would operate for 
several months longer. 

The shipping situation, it was 
said, will be greatly relieved when 
the vessels now being used for Eu- 
ropean relief are released, which, it 
was explained, probably would be 
during July. At present approxi- 
mately a million and a quarter tons 
are now being used for relief work 
and the number constantly being 
added to. When these.ships are re- 
leased officials said it was probable 
many would be diverted to South 
American routes.

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 12.— 
Union working men in this vicinity 
today began receiving Mooney 
strike ballots containing proposals 
for four distinct general strikes if 
Mooney and Billings, convicted of 
connection with bomb outrages at 
San Francisco are not granted new 
trials or their freedom. 

The ballot explains that it is the 
first strike referendum ballot ever 
sent out to members of organized 
labor in the United States and that

tation on next June 18. In the old 
Consortium the American represen- 
tation was limited to four large 
New York banks, and no _ other 
American banks could secure an 

terest in Chinese loans. The 
hirty seven banks which are to 
compose the proposed American 
group are said to represent the geo- 

raphical sections of the United 
tates and the same principle is 
said to obtain in the group of na- 
tions represented. 

While the present organization is 
a four-power group, the United 
States, Great Britain, France and 
Japan, with a reservation for Bel- 
gium when the bankers of that 
country are able to participate, it 
is not limited to these countries. 
Other countries may be admitted,

FOR THE BAPTISTS 


Hundreds of Delegates 
and Visitors Arrive on 
Monday, Although the 
Convention Does Not 
Open Until Wednesday. 


By Rev. Thomas M. Elliott. 
The generous response of the 
citizens of Atlanta to the call made 
for homes for the entertainment of 
the thousands of Baptist visitors 
who will be here for several days 
attending the sessions of the South- 
ern Baptist convention, has assured 

the success of this great meeting. 
When it was learned at conven- 
tion headquarters that 6,000 dele- 
gates and 3,000 visitors would be 
in the city for a week, a far greater 
number than expected by the local 
committeemen, they sent out a call 
for the people of the city td open 
their doors for the visiting church 


hosts. 

Dr. W. H. Major, chairman of the 
committee on hotels and homes, as- 
sured The Constitution Monday that 
a sufficiency of homes had been 
secured to provide for all who come. 


Messengers Arriving. 


The formal sessions of the con- 
vention do not begin till 10 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. Notwithstand- 
ing that fact hundreds of delegates 
arrived Sunday night, and others 
came in early Monday. Today both 
the railroad stations will be crowd- 
ed with special trains bringing in 
the remainder. 


In the personnel of the conven- 
tion body Georgia will naturally 
have by far the largest delegation, 
896. Twenty-seven years ago, when 
the Southern Baptist convention last 
met here, the total attendance at 
that meeting was only 978, and a 
resolution was offered that asked 
for a decreased representation. 

Tennessee, North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Alabama are expected 
to have large delegations present. 
Special trains have been chartered 
to bring the delegations from Tex- 
as, Oklahoma, Virginia, Louisiana 
and the District of Columbia. Reg- 
istration headquarters have been ar- 
ranged at the Piedmont hotel, which 
is the official headquarters of the 
convention. 

A tentative program for the con- 
vention proceedings has been an- 
nounced. The first day of the con- 
vention will be devoted to organ- 
izing, hearing addresses and reéceiv- 
ing reports from the boards of the 
convention. Dr. J. B. Gambrell, of 
Texas, will be re-elected as presi- 
dent of the convention, and will 
deliver his annual address.

Met Here 27 Years Ago. 


It has been twenty-seven years 
since the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion was held here.

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GOOD ROAD WORK 


Federal Assistance in 


Building More Than 138. 


Miles of Hard Roads in 
Georgia Pledged in 
April. 


Washington, May 12.—(Special.) 
Federal aid to build more than 138 
miles of hard roads in the state of 
Georgia was pledged during April 
by the department of agriculture. 
Nineteen different roads and 
bridges were included in the list. 

Three of the Georgia projects re- 
ceived the final approval of the 
secretary of agriculture, David F. 


Houston, while 16 were given the 
tentative approval of the depart- 
ment and are now subject only to 
the unlikely veto of Mr. Houston 
himself or to a change of heart by 
department officials, also unlikely. 

Officials of the department, who 
discussed the April approvals with 
a& representative of The Constitu- 
tion, déclared that 120 federal aid 
projects involving the expenditure 
of $16,261,326.51, of which total $7,- 
528,550.68 represents federal aid, 
were given the o. k. of Secretary 
Houston during the month. 

Three Assured Projects. 

The three Georgia roadways 
whose improvement is now definite- 
ly assured are: : 

The Summerville-Menlo road in 
Chattooga county, which begins at 
Summerville and extends through 
Menlo and Cloudland to the Ala- 
bama line. This road is 13.4 miles 
long and will be improved at an ex- 
pense of $33,000, of which $15,000 
will be furnished by the feder gl 
government. 

The Rabun county road in Towns 
county, which begins at the Rabun 
county line and extends east to 
Hiwassee. This road is 10 miles 
long and will cost $44,027.50, of 
which $16,158.96 will be federal aid. 

The Chattanooga - Birmingham 
highway in Dade county, which is 
to be improved from a point 1.3 
miles west of the Richmond county 
line to a point five miles north of 
Harlem. Estimated total cost $50,- 
682.50; federal aid, $24,218.41. 

The other road building profects 
for which federal aid has heen ask- 
éd and which, during April, passed 
the first serious stage and were 
tentatively accepted by the. office 
of public roads, are the following: 


Tentatively Accepted. 


The bridge over the Oconee river, 
at Dublin, on the Dixie highway, 
in Laurens county. The bridge is 
estimated to cost $151,723.55, of 
which $75,861.77 will be federal aid. 

The Tallapoosa road, between 
Douglasville and Cobb county; line 
in Douglas county. The road, which 
will be sand or clay and 6.5 miles 
in length, will be improved at a 
cost of $41,615.14, of which §$20,- 
000 will be federal aid. 

The Lathrop avenue-Port Went- 
worth-Augusta road, from Savannah 
to Effingham county; line in Chat- 
ham county. This road, which will 
be brick or concrete, 15.5 miles long, 
will be improved at an estimated 
cost of $484,774.89, of which amount 
$200,500 will be federal aid. 

The Clarksville-Cornelia road, 
from Cornelia to Demorest in Hab- 
ersham county, concrete, five miles 
in length, will be improved at a cost 
of $150,672.50. Of this amount $73,- 
336.25 will be federal aid. 

The Gainesville-Laurenceville road, 
starting at the city limits of Gaines- 
ville and leading southwest in Hall 
county, for a distance of 3.2 miles, 
will be improved at a cost of $101,- 
751.10, of which $50,875.55 will be 
federal aid. This road will be con- 
crete. 

Road in Crawford County. 


The Fort Valley-Collorden road, 
three miles south and four north of 
Roberta in Crawferd county, will 
be improved at a cost of $25,126.75, 
of which $12,563.37 will be federal 
aid. This road will be of sand or 
clay, and will extend for a distance 
of seven miles. 

The Forsyth Road from Macon 
to Monroe county line, in Bibb 
county, 8.75 miles in length, will be 
improved at a cost of $309,870.00, of 
which $154,935.00 will be federal aid. 
(Concrete.) 

The Dixie Highway, between Syl- 
vania and Newington, in Screvens 
county, 12.4 miles in length, will be 
improved at a cost of $36,478.48, of 
which $18,239.24 will be federal aid. 
(Sand-clay.) 

The Athens-Monroe-Winder road, 
from Athens to 3.6 miles west in 
Clark county, 3.5 miles in length, 
will be improved at a cost of $100,- 
100. Fifty thousand dollars of this 
amount will be federal aid. (Con- 
crete.) : 

The Dixle Highway, between 
Camilla and Thomas county, line in 
Mitchell county. This road will be 
13.5 miles long, and will be im- 
proved at a cost of $67,298, of which 
$33,649 will be federal aid. (Sand- 
clay.) 

The Moultrie-Sylvester road, from 
Moultrie north to five mile post in 
Colquitt county, 4.32 miles in length, 
will be improved at a cost of $87,- 
583.65. of which $43,791.82 will be 
federal aid. (Concrete.) 

Moultrie-Camilla. 

The Moultrie-Camilla road, be- 
tween Moultrie and Funston in Col- 
quitt county, 4.7 miles in length, 
will be improved at a cost of $108,- 
h75.88, of which $54,287.64 will be 
federal aid. (Concrete.) 

The Savannah-American highway, 
from Bryan county line to Tattnall 
county line, in Evans county, 13% 
miles in length, will be improved at 
a cost of $30,062.45. Fifteen thou- 
sand dollars of this amount will be 
federal aid. (Sand-clay-) 

The Houston road between Macon 
and Jacksonville, in Bibb county 
2.14 miles in length will be improv- 
ed at a cost of $90,129.60, of which 
$42,800 will be federal aid. (Con- 
crete.) 

The Jackson-Monticello road, be- 
tween Jackson and Monticello, in 
Butts county, four miles in length, 
will be improved at a cost of $19,- 
976.00 of which $9,988. will be fed- 
eral ald. (Sand-clay.)

Hudson Makes Motion. 

A motion calling for the adoption 
of the report of Mrs. Wise’s commit- 
tee, and the taking of steps imme- 
diately to affiliate the Atlanta 
Teachers’ association with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Teachers, was 
made by W. C. Hudson. Out of the 
185 present at the late hour of the 
afternoon, 183 voted “yes.” After 
principals and directors of the as- 
sociation authorized’ to vote for 
members of their faculties not pres- 
ent had reported on these, the char- 
ter members of the organization, 
which will in all probability still 
bear the same name, numbered ap- 
proximately 400. An accurate list 
of the membership will be made 
up Tuesday. There are 565 teach- 
ers in the public schools, of whom 
all but a few are members of the 
Atlanta Teachers’ association, 

A letter was read at the meeting 
from Mayor Key, in which he ex- 
pressed regret at not being able to 
be present as invited and encour- 
aged the idea of forming a branch 
of the American Federation of 
Teachers, both because it would 
bring the teachers i touch with 
the workers sof the ‘cOmmunity, he 
said, and because of the association 
with the American Federation of 
Labor, which he characterized as 
“one of the most progressive, 
patriotic and torward-looking 
movements of the country.” 


It was made clear by Mr. Lamp- |: 


son in speaking for the American 
Federation of Teachers that each 
local has complete autonomy and 
cannot be called out on strike by 
any other local and can make a 
provision in the charter against a 
strike of any kind, if desired. He 
emphasized the fact that it is not 
the policy of the teachers’ federa- 
tion to resort to strikes as a means 
of obtaining results, owing to the 
position of the teachers as public 
employees. The weapons which are 
used, he said, aré publicity, politica) 
action and organization, ‘“‘methods 
which belong to the ideals of 
democracy.” 
Defends Affiliation. 


As to the propriety of teachers®™ 


belonging to a union, Mr. Lampson 
said, “teachers are employed people 
which it seems to me disposes of 
that question. Dr. Claxton said to 
me recently that teaching is not a 
profession, but that we want to 
make it so. Some say that affilia- 
tion with labor unions would be 
undignified for teachers. I don’t be- 
lieve that teachers have much dig- 
nity to lose. None are more help- 
less to defend themselves and they 
have the least to say about the con- 
ditions of their work.” 

Bearing out his 
teachers are the lowest paid work- 
ers, though they do as important 
work as any people, Mr. Lampson 
stated the average salary of teach- 
ers, exclusive of supervisory au- 
thorities in the United States, is 
less than $500 a year, while that of 
railroad emplovees is $1,428. “Teach- 
ers are individualists,” he added, 
“they have not developed an eco- 
nomic and business sense. Further- 
more, teachers are almost altogeth- 
er people who do not vote. Out of 
the 750,000 teachers in this coun- 
try there are probably not 50,000 
who have the ballot” 

This statement he used a& an ar- 
fument on the advantage of being 
backed by the American Federation 
of Labor, whose more than 3,000,000 
members have the privilege of the 
vote. Collective bargaining, the 
ballot, and actual force, all being 
out of the question for teachers, 
Mr. Lampson urged as the only 
course left open to connection with 
an organization who could bring 
about legislatino. 

The speaker then gave instances 
of results brought about by the 
federation in New York, Chicago 
and other cities, and told of achieve- 


legislation. 

Charles Gramling pledged the un- 
divided support of the 44 locals in 
Atlanta to the teachers’ branch of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
and Jerome Jones also extended a 
welcome from labor. “The schools 
are a matter in which all people 
are. interested,” Mr. Jones _ said, 
“and certainly we, as labor people, 
stand back of the teachers, but in 
all frankness, I must say that they 
will expect the teachers to give 
their moral support to those who 
are willing to give them both their 
financial and moral support.” This 
remart brought apvplause. 

At the close of the meeting Miss 
Massey proposed a vote of thanks 
to Mrs. Wise for her faithful and 
continued efforts in making an in- 
vestigation of the proposition to 
officiate with the federation and 
offering a recommendation.

“TI have had in recent months 
one very deep sense of privilege,” 
the president said. gi have 
been keenly aware that there have 
been times when the peoples of Eu- 
rope have notunderstood the peo- 
ple of the United States. We have 
been too often supposed to have 


We 
to worship the almighty dollar. 
America and Wealth. 

“We have accumulated wealth, sir, 
we have devoted ourselves to mate: 
rial enterprises with extraordinary 
success, but there has underlain all 
that, all the time, a common sense 
of humanity and a common sym- 
pathy with the high principles of 
justice which has never grown dim 
in the field, even of enterprise, and 
it has been my very great joy in these 
recent monthstointerpret the peo- 
ple of the United States to the peo- 
ple of the world. 

“T have not done more, 
have not uttered in my 
pacity my own private thoughts. 
I have uttered what I have known 
to be the thoughts of the great 
people whom I represent. I have

est single political factor in Atlanta. 

Go back over the history of the years when elections have been put 
across here that have bowed our city to the very dust in shame, and you will 
find the trace of 3,000 to 3,600 votes always acting as a unit. 

There were 4,172 votes against the Crematory bonds. Subtract from this 
the majority of 833 against the bonds in the precincts, known as colored, 
of the First and Fourth wards, and you have left 3,239 votes against the 
bonds. Think of it. 

Every ward and precinct in the city, excepting the Eighth, where the 
stockholders and officers of the Company chiefly live, and the precincts in

To Prepare Fruit Soup. 

wlace in a saucepan: 

Juice of two oranges, 

Juice of one-half lemon, 

One oup of water, 

One tablespoon of cornstarch.

Cook for 
three minutes and then remove from 
the fire and add: 

Four tablespoons of sugar, 

Yolk of one egg.

Crab Meat Au Gratin. 

Use individual augratin dishes for 
this. Place in a saucepan: 

One and one-half cups of milk, 

Five tablespoons of flour. 

Dissolve the flour in the milk 
and then brine to a boil. Now add? 

One well-beaten egg, 

One-half medium-sized 
chopped fine, 

One green pepper. chopped fine, 

Two teaspoons of salt. 

One teaspoon of paprika, 

One cup of crab meat. 

Stir to blend and then lift into 
gratin dishes. Sprinkle the tops 
with fine bread crumbs and grated 
cheese. Bake in a moflerate oven 
for twenty minutes. Place on the 
top shelf to brown the top well. 

Asparagus Salad. 

Wash thoroughly and cook until 
tender one-half bunch of asparagus. 
Then lift, drain well and place in a 
deen dish. Cover with the following 
dressing: 

Four tablespoons of salad oil, 

One tablespoon of vinegar, 

One teaspoon of grated onion, 

One-half teaspoon or salt, 

One-half teaspoon of paprika,

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One-quarter teaspoon of mustard. 

Beat well to mix and then pour 
on the grass, then set on -ice to 
chill When ready to serve place 
four stalks for each service on nice, 
crisp lettuce and garnish by dust- 
ing lightly with paprika.

Ream out the Yuice from two 
medium-sized grapefruit and then 
put through the strainer. Add one- 
half cup of water and place on ice 
to chill.

Use two bass weighing about 
three-quarter-pound each. This will 
be sufficient for this meal. Have the 
dealer cut them into filets and then 
wash in cold water and put to dry.

One-half teaspoon of paprika.

When ready to cook place in a 
baking pan and brush over with 
salad oil and then place in the 
broiler. When nicely browned, re- 
move and place on the lower shelf in 
the oven to finish cooking for ten 
minutes. Lift, using a cake turner, 
sO as not to break the fish; lift to a 
hot patter and then garnish with 
points of toast.

ATHLETIC COACHES 
10 ATTEND SCHOOL 


Sport Instructors Wil] 
Be Taught in Things 
They Are to Pass on to 
Their Teams. 


The east is to have a regular 
school for athletic coaches. It 
will be practically the same as the 
Summer coaching school which 
Coach Zuppke inaugurated at the 
university of Illinois a few years 
ago, and at which the east smiled 
blandly. The new institution is to 
be located at the International Y. 


M. C. A. college in Springfield, 
Mass.,. and will be under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Al. Sharpe, Yale ath- 
letic director. Official announce- 
ment of the school has just been 
made by Y. M. C. A. offcials. 

The school term wi llopen about 
June 23, and will offer courses in 
various athletic lines. There will 
be a faculty to be selected by Coach 
Sharpe. The course will not be de- 
signed for novices, but rather for 
those who have done work in coach- 
ing, and as an aid to the mentors 
in high schools and small colleges, 
who are unable to keep in touch 
with the more recent developments 
in their line. The school will be 
for men only, and will include some 
work in playground direction. 

Instruction will necessarily be 
intensive. The work will be divided 
between theory and practice. The 
course will be modeled somewhat 
after that used at the University 
of Illinois, and is an approval of 
Coach Zuppke’s plan, despite the 
ridicule given that plan when it was 
launched. 

The term will be five weeks. 
fessor Elmer Berry, of Springfield, 
will be dean and will direct the 
work in calesthenics. Special atten- 
tion will be paid to football, base- 
ball, track, soccer, swimming, la- 
crosse and basketball, with a re- 
view of work in setting up exer- 
cises and first aid work. 

Dr. Sharpe has named Lory Pren- 
tice and Mike Sweeney as members 
of the faculty, and at least eight 
others will be named during the 
next week oor ten days. Coach 
Zuppke, of Illinois. wil be asked to 
be present when the school opens, 
to assist in forming instruction 
schedules and assigning instruc- 
tors. There will be some book in- 
struction, but for the most part it 
will be lectures and practical work 
on the field.
